This lot is consid;red one of the 


Jjest locations available on the Dixie 
highway. It has concrete pavement 
on the Magnolia stfeet front and con- 
tains some magnificent trees and a 
flow well. .The lot has a frontage of 
-•SO feet on Magnolia street and 150 
on Lytle avenue, tfie only 100-ft. street 
in the city. There are three lots in 
the tract owned' by Mr. Shryock, each 
fronting 50 feet on Magnolia and 150 
feet deep. The pride named on the 
corner lot was $1,500 with suitable 
terms, at 6% interest. The plotting 
has been changed by Mr. Shryock to 
give the Woman's club the privilege 
of buying 25 feet additional for $500, 
making two 75-ft. lots out' of the 
tract and making the price to the 
Woman's club for the corner lot 
52,000, the lot fronting 75 feet on Mag- 
nolia and 150 on Lytle.

Realizing that some definite action 


must be tak^n to enlarge the public 
school facilities in this city before the 
beginning of another school year" the 
members of the local board of school 
trustees went to DeLand Tuesday for 
a conference with the county super- 
intendent on the matter of what ac- 
tion shall be taken to provide more 
room for the coming year. 


It was determined that the New 


Smyrna school district may be en- 
larged by provision of the state law 
to include the Hawks Park district, 
whose 'children attend the New Smyr- 
na school, and also the Coronado dis- 
trict, which is not now in any special 
tax school district, but whose children 
are also attending the New Smyrna 
school and therefore enjoying- the 
benefits of the special tax levied in 
this district in which they bear no 
part of the burden. In the enlarge- 
ment of the district lines it is propos- 
ed also toTnclude some additional out- 
lying territory which is not now rep- 
resented in the school, having no set- 
.tlements, hence no children to attend. 


The matter of preparing petitions 


for tirculatiou and publication is now 
in t!.3 hands of the county superin- 
tend it. When completed these peti- 
tion, will be circulated for the re- 
quired number of signatures. An elec- 
tion will follow to determine 
the 


boundary lines of the proposed new 
district, which, when created, will 
have sufficient assessed valuation to 
provide

Jn, .order to. keep the. school on a par 
with the town otherwise, to make it 
something to be proud of and to keep, 
it such as to enable the town and com- 
munity to use it as an advertising 
asset, it must be kept up to its pres- 
ent standard in every respect. To do 
this, additional room and other fa- 
cilities. must be provided from time 
to time as the population increases 
and the demands on the school grow. 


For the next school term it will- be 


necessary to rent temporary quarters, 
for a part of the school, but it i* 
hoped that by Christmas of the pres- 
ent year additional room, or even a, 
new building additional, may be com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy. This. 
can be accomplished without one cent 
additional taxes by the enlargement 
of the district boundaries as outlined, 
above.

A lot for the purpose of erecting 


dubhouse for the Woman's Club o 
New Smyrna was voted for at the reg 
nlar meeting Monday afternoon and 
the Shryock lot at the corner of Lytle 
-avenue and Magnolia street was de 
x:ided.upon by a small majority, am 
the 
sum 
of $508 
voted 
to be 


paid down on the. purchase. 


This lot is consid;red one of the 


test locations available on the Dixie 
lighway. It has concrete pavemen 
on the Magnolia stfeet front and con 
tains some magnificent trees and a 
flow well. The lot has a frontage o 
.^50 feet on Magnolia street and 15( 
on Lytle avenue, tfie only 100-ft. stree 
in the city. There are three lots in 
the tract owned' by Mr. Shryock, each 
fronting 50 feet on Magnolia; and 150 
feet deep. The pride named on the 
corner lot was $1,500 with suitable 
terms, at 6% interest. The plotting 
has been changed by Mr. Shryock to 
give the Woman's club the privilege 
of buying 25 feet additional for $500 
making two 75-ft. lots out' of the 
tract and making the price to the 
Woman's club for the corner lot 
$2,000, the lot fronting 75 feet on Mag- 
nolia and 150 on Lytle.

TOUR WHICH HAS BEEN GOING 


THROUGH THE STATE 
IS T3 


ARRIVE IN THIS CITV IN THE 


AFTERNOON.

taken by trucks in solving the coa-i- 
Jry's hauling problems. .Free demon- 
strations will be given on farms, in 
fruit groves and at industrial plants 
to show the operation of the pneu- 
amtic tired tracks. 


The caravan will go from Sanford to 


DeLafid tomorrow morning and will 
:ome here from 
the county seat, 


reaching this city about 2:30 p. m.

After the demonstration in this city 


the entire delegation accompanying 
the tracks will go to Daytona to spe.il 
Sunday, leaving the trucks here.

Tuesday 
the trucks will be seen at Cocoa and 
Merritts Island and will pass through 
New Smyrna again that night or early 
Wednesday morning on thetr way 
back up the coast toward Jacksonville.
